Having intinifitod tbat the tmo iiiid 
effootaal remedy for Nanaimo 'dtrikos,' 
ftS well as for tho gcreral siuated and 
WOrmeaten condition of the colony, h 
to be found ia an immodLaLo acooptauce 
of the Canadian tariff and iho ealablish- 
ment of a treaty of commercial rooi- 
proclty with the Unitod Blntos whereby 
ttfe raw prodnctions of tho two oountrieB 
might befregly. interohttDged, wo now 
prop'OBe to ooniidor for a Uttio tho pro- 
bability of aaoh a rainody being placed 
within our reach. The first olemonl ia 
the~roaiedy— :the Canadian torifif— is, 
weitnowi witliln our reaoh, and, nnless 
we^greatljf misjudge the jatelligence of 
the oonBtitaeucioB, the colony will grasp 
it at the approaching election. Under 
that tariff tbo indusitial olasses will 
have cheapened food, cloibing and iiU" 
plements of handicrait. But it will 
readily appear that, iuasmaoh as tbo 
Canadian tariff can have no power to 
opon tho Solden Gate of San Francii-co 
to tho free admiseion of our coal, ium- 
ber, fisb, and prodoota of fish, there is 
Bomelhiug else wanted to complete the 
roiuBdy. And that Bomething ©Iso is a 
rocipronily treaty. Can we got it? 
The abrogation of tho old treaty was 
the sole act of tho United SLtito.-, Th it 
act was prompted by two eoi;sideratioii8. 
One was the alleged fact tiint Uio treaty 
■was one-sided in bo for as its beiuficiiii 
results were concerned — tbat Canada 
was very much more largely benefited 
by it than the United States. The 
other waa the belief that to put an end 
to the treaty, and Hereby raake Can- 
ada painfully sensible of its dopendenco 
upon the United Slates for a maiket, a 
deBiie for annesatioB woold be. wealed. 
The people of 'the ■Oniteti 'Stfttea have 
now had ample time to difcovor the or- 
ronoomnesB of both propositions. They 
have learned that if tbo benoflis of the 
old treaty were one-siried it was in their 
own favor ; and they are now smarting 
under that discovery, especially in so 
faPia*tfie fishery and navigation quos- 
tiODB are concerned. They have learn- 
ed that Canada was not so dependent 
upon them lor a market us liad bouii 
Bupposed — as had been suppo«td cv-ti 
by Canada; tor it was the abroHution ot 
that, treaty which aroused Canada to n 
spirit of self-reliance and led it to find 
other raarkefff iari lees capricious cue- 
tomcrs, BO' that DO period of its hisioi y 
has been bo greatly disliuguinhed for 
Hubatanlial pro^poriiy as that which foU 
lowed tbe abrogation of tho reciprocity 
treaty* Biit the people of the Uait«d 
SiaTes have aNo lowbed that the politi- 
cal object they bad iu tiow in abroga- 
ting the treaty was a mOPt egregious 
blonder. Like a looligh coquttto, they 
thought that, by prohibiting ail iiiter- 
ooarse, Canada would bo induced to de- 
clare lie .ioteotiODB — thai a desire for 
closer union woold be the result. Tbo 
exact reverse has proved to be the case ; 
and American Bt.iies.nen have publicly 
acknowledged the folly of iheir calcu- 
lation in admitting its object and result, 
So long as Canada ^oodnaturedly cuq- 
tinned to have her own markets for the 
most part open to the productions of the 
IToited ' States, and so i jug uh she per- 
mitted Americans lo iish virumlly fruu 
in her waters, the 1ob« inflicted upon 
the Unitod States by the abrogation ot 
tbo treaty waa less palpable than it has 
since become under the firm nation il 
policy adopted by the Dominion Gov. 
eromenti The enforcement of the fish- 
ery laws and tho imposition ot duties 
■pon certain American productions have 
had a wonderful efTect, and loaded 
greatly to bring American Statesman to 
a fuller realization of the force of the old 
adage tbat / It's a poor role that 
does'nt work, both ways.' Tbty aio 
solely respoDBibIa for the abrogation of 
tho treaty; and they must not complain 
if Cauada sliould press more fully homo 
to iheoi the k'gitiiiiaLa con^eqiiunceJi of 
their own Bcltidi folly. But the result 
of all this is a growing feeling through" 
ont the Eastern States in favor ol im 
early resumption of rociprocal commer- 
cial relutions with the Dominion, with 
a view to tbe freedom ot niiviniitioii, ot 
fisheries, and ot the iutorcbango ot thi; 
natural produciiouB Of the two coup.- 
trioB, a feeling which has recently at- 
tained such volurao as entitles us to 
believe that a vigorous and MuecesHful 
effort to attain ibnt object will bo put 
forward next year. Tho cliiot oiipot iiion, 
of course, corne?i from the iioii imd coal 
monopolists of Peiiiisy Ivaniiin ; but to 
gnoh gross longlhs has tho i>ioieciion of 
these monoplisis been cnrricd that tin ir 
power iM on iho wane, and iliuir diiyK 
are nearly nnral)8red. At one time th'.y hud 
ftn immense influorcn in tho legislution 
of the count rj. But the couBirv hiin at 
last become- aick- of :iheir.eyuotions mid 
dipguflted with thfir andaoious greed. To 
such an eztcut did tlioae monopolists ex- 
ert their influence tb.it u 'present of not 
less than fifty inillioim a your 
ia being legiplatea into their pookeit* ! 
Of oourae, such a high outrage upon 
tbe:»geiieral industty of the country 
miiBt bo transitory. It has lusted long 
enough, however, to thoronghly arouse 
the country ; nud this very roiiciiouaiy 
feeling will play no unimportant part in 
bringing about \ renewal of reciprocal 
Commercial relations between tho United 
Slatea aud the Dominion of Oi^nada.
